8 numder of desertions has in- 
oreased so rapidiy of late years, and 
the remedies therefor, which have been 
adopted, have proved so entirely useless to 
prevent the offense, thatI think it may well 
be sald desertion is now the greatest evil ex- 
isting inthe army. Many remedies have been 
proposed and many causes assigned. Among 
those causes, the one most frequently 
alleged is that the soldier is required 
to perform too much menial labor, and 
that he is subjected to harsh and tyranical 
treatment by his officers and hon-com- 
missioned offiers. A careful examination of 
the subject leads metothe opinion that this 
statement is true only to a limited extent. 
While soldiers are expected to work 
when necessary, it will be found, I 
think, on examination, that the amount 


of work required of them is smali, and that as 
far as their treatment by their officers is con- 
cerned ft is, with some exceptions, as good 
as could be expected. Ifeel much hesitation 
in proposing aremedy. It seems to be not 
inappropriate, however, to suggest that 
a remedy, or at least a mi- 
0 the evil, may pe 

und in a change of the method of recruit-

The Matter of Desertions. 


The Secretary of War is going deeply into 
the matter of desertions from thearmy. He 
began at Jefferson Barracks, which showed a 
larger number of desertions than any 


other military depot or post in the 
world but did not stop there. 
The extraordinary facts which came to the 
Secretary's knowledge with regard to Jeffer- 
gon Barracks through their publication in the 
POsT- DISPATCH and 42 through the evidence 
taken by the Court of Inquiry may or may not 
be duplicated in all other posts and depots in 
the country. The Secretary wished to know 
and every Assistant Inspector-Gen- 
eral who bas gone on an _  inspect- 
ing tour since the POsT-DISPATCH 
revelations has been instructed to look into 
the treatment of recruits, and ascertain in so 
far as it was possible the causes for desertion 
of enlisted men. 

The Division Commanders  Maj.-Gens. 
Miles and Crook and Brig.-Gen. Howard were 
instructed to devote moe On of their 
annual report to the — ect of desertions. 
Yesterday the re of Maj.-Gen. 
Miles commanding the division of the Pacific 
Was given out at the War Department. A 
great part was devoted to the matter of deser- 
tions. The Major-General did not discuss the 
causes ashe evidently considered that they 
were obvious. He suggested remedies. He 
thought the first enlistment should be 
made for three years, that the 
recruits should be permitted to select 
the division in which they would 
serve, and that after five years’ service sol- 
ders found fitted should be made second lieu- 
tenants. He suggested a new pian of organi- 
zation of the army that would make vacancies 
for the officers that would be created. 

To-day Maj.-Gen. OCrook’s report on the 
subject is given out. This officer commands 
the Division of the Missouri, in which are

The Postmaster-General Issues the Order 
To-Day—Report of the Government Di 
rectors of the Unten Pacific Railroad— 
The President Makes a Few Appvint 
ments—A Serious Charge—Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 31.—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker to-day made public an 
order fixing the rates for telegraphic 
service for the Goveinment for 
the present year. The order pro- 
vides that for day messages not exceeding 
ten body words to be sent a distance not ex- 
ceeding four hundred miles, the rate shall be 
10 cents and % cent extra for each work in 
excess of ten; for a distance of over four 
bundred and legs than one thousand miles,the 
rate shall be 15 cents for the first ten words and 
% of a cent for each word in excess after; 


for a distance over 1,000 miles, half a cent per 
word shall be added to the 1. rate; for night 
messages not exceeding twenty words the 
rate shall be 15 cents for all distances and half 
a cent extra for each word in excess of twenty. 


Government Railroad Directors’ Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 81..—The Gov- 
ernment Directors ofthe Union Pacific Rail- 
road have reported to the Secretary of the 
Interior that in their judgment the in- 


terests of the United States demand early 
action dy Congress to secure the payment by 
the company of ite indebtedness to the Gov- 
ernment. he general plan of settlement first 
suggested by the Commissioner of Rallroads, 
they assert, has never been successfully at- 
tacked. The directors fully approve this 
plan, and also concur in the recommendations 
made in the last report of their predecessors.

THE MILITIA CALLED OUT. 


A Serious Riot Caused by a Religious Re- 
vival at Axtell, Kan. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 31.—Adjutant-General 
Roberts received atelegram to-day notifying 
him of a riot at Axtell, Marshall County. The 
telegram was from the Mayor of that city 
and asked that a detachment of militia be 
sont at once to quell the disturbance. The 
adjutant at once ordered out Company G of 
the Third Regiment, located at Mary- 
ville and lefton the first train for the scene 
of the trouble. As yet only meager par- 
ticulars have been received. Axtell, a town 
of about seven hnndred people, is settied 
largely by Catholics. On Wednesday a 
Methodist minister named Johnson, from 
the eastern part of the State, arrived 
at Axtell to hold a revival meeting. 
He had quite a large congregation in the 
evening at the Methodist Church and in the 
audience were anumber of Catholics. Soon 
after beginning his remarks the minister 
began an attack upon the Catholic Church. 
He became so abusive that one of the 
Catholics present called him a liar. He con- 
tinued his remarks until the Oatholics 
could stand it ao longer. Four of them 
rushed to the pulpit and, taking the 
preacher by the collar, threw him down. Ina 
moment the pulpit was surrounded by an 
angry mob and a general melee ensued. 
Although the Catholics were in the minority, 
they were too much for the Methodists and 
succeeded in throwing the preacher and two 
others out of the house. 

The whole town was soon aroused. Four 
Catholics were arrested and put in the city 
prison. This so enraged the Catholic popu- 
lation that they organised this morning 
to assist their imprisoned associates. The 
town of St. Bridget, afew miles distant, is 
settled entirely by Oatholics and it is 
reported that the ‘whole town is 
organizing to goto the rescue of the Axtell 
Catholics. The Mayorsays he is powerless 
to control the mob and fears a conflict be- 
tween the two elements.

government. But his screed has its value. 

His gloomy pessimism, his confounding 
of the abuses of Democracy with the sys- 
tem for the purpose of arraigning it, his 
denunciation of the principles of individ- 
ual sovereignty and rights which are re- 
garded by us as the most precious legacy 
of the fathers of the Republic, and by the 
intelligent world as the most glorious re- 
sults of human progress, will only cause 
incredulous astonishment that an Ameri- 
can citizen, who has enjoyed the blessings 
of liberty, could possibly hold such 
sentiments. His frequent sacrifice of 
sense to sound an d of logic to language 
will merely cause a smile. Whatever 
may be true of ecclesiastical government, 
in civil government the grandest achieve- 
ment ofthe human race is the enuncia- 
tion and adoption of the principle that 
power is vested in the people and all 
authority must be derived from them. 
The theory of the divine right of kings and 
rulers was long ago exploded among 
intelligent people through the satanic 
deeds of debauched scoundrels who 
claimed that right. 

Dr. HOLLAND has blindly overlooked the 
manifold and splendid blessings of Democ- 
racy to cavil at its peooadilloes. He has 
erred in over-estimating the chances of 


majority oppression and in under-esti- 


mating the checks to it in this country. 
He has shown a foolish lack of confidence 
in the justice and wisdom of ajfree people. 
He has displayed a woful lack of apprecia- 
tion of the true yalue of human liberty and 
individual rights. A man who argues 
that the people should not have a voice in 
their own government and are not better 
sovereigns or reformers than hereditary 
rulers are, advocates progressing back- 
wards and is so absurd as to be unworthy 
of serious reply. 

The value of Dr. HOLLAND’s sensational 
pamphlet is not found in its criticism of 
Democracy, butin its vigorous arraign- 
ment of the abuses of American politics. 
Corrupt bossism, boodleism, bribery and 
disreputable spoils influences are dis- 
graceful factors in our politics. Th 
these evils should be so monstrous and 
degrading in their operation as to drive 
intelligent citizens into a slough of 
despond over the future of Republican in- 
stitutions should awaken the people to a 
proper view of their enormity. It should 
also arouse them toarealizing sense of 
the necessity of a prompt and severe cor- 
rection of them. 
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PUBLIC WELFARE STEALS 

If it was mght for Mayor DAVENPORT of 
Kansas City to veto a City Council ap- 
propriation of $1,000 to entertain the Pan- 
American delegates, it was surely wrong 
for Mayor Francis to fapprove a legisla- 
tive appropriation of $11,000 to pay him 
back the money he spent without war- 
rant of law to make a display of himself 
and his suite and body guard at the New 
York Centennial. 

The same constitutional restriction ap- 
plies with equal aptness to both appro- 
priations. Yet the organs of Gov. 
Francis, which denounced the Legisla- 
ture for refusing to authorize the ex- 
penditure in the first place, and which 
afterwards praised the Legislature 
for authorizing him to draw from

If the Kansas ‘City Councilmen who 
passed the appropriation over the Mayor’s 
veto on the ground that the ex- 
penditure was tor the (public wel- 
fare’”’ ought to be imprisoned as 
willful violators of a public trust and of 
their oaths to support the Constitution, 
what should be done with the members of 
the Legislature who voted to repay Gov. 
Franois the junket money he had ex- 
pended after the Legislature had refused 
to authorize such expenditure as for the 
public welfare or on account of the State? 

That appropriation, when passed and 
when approved by him, was for his private 
and personal welfare, and there was not 
even a pretense that it could promote any 
other welfare or accomplish any public 
object. If the Kansas City Council 
has used the public welfare pretext, ‘‘as 
ithas been used to justify every Repub- 
lican job or steal,” the members can at 
least point to the precedent set for them

MR. CARTER’S COAT. 


An Attorney Succeeds in Recovering His 
Lost Property. 


Among those who suffered from the depre- 
dations of the thieves who plundered the 
Bacon street houses, an account of which was 
given in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTcH, is Mr. E. 
L. Carter, who lives at 3047 Thomas street. 
This is Mr. Carter’s fifth experience with 
thieves. Five times in the course of a com- 
paratively short life he has been the victim of 


ambitious thieves. In each of the four pre- 
vious cases has begun a hunt 
for his property and every time 
he has succeeded in recovering it. 
His success prompted him to pursue a simi- 
lar policy in this case and he reported the rob- 
bery to the police and gave the descriptions 
of the missing articles. 

Yesterday 1 Detectives Badger and 
Flynn notified him that they had located his 
overcoat, which was stolen from the hall 
while he was at dinner, at a paws-broker’s 
shop at 606 Morgan street. Mr. Carter went 
down there and found his overcoat. He de- 
manded it. but the proprietor wanted him to 
pay what he hed paid the thief for it. 

Mr. Carter said: ‘‘No, Ihave a right to it, 
and I will not pay for it. Butif you help me 
to catch the thief I will pay you what you 
gave him. 

„But suppose, said the pawn broker, 
‘*‘suppose he says that 1 did not pay him as 
much as I did?’ 

„Woll,“ Mr. Carter said, after a moment's 
pause, ‘that will be a question of veracity 
and I will reserve my judgment on it. But 
now I want my coat.’ 

The pawn broker refused to give it up with- 
out the money. 

Mr. Carter explained to him the law of re- 
plevin and showed him that he could take the 
coat by a legal process. 

The pawn broker admitted that it could be 
obtained in that way, but again refused to 
surrender the coat without the mo omer: 

**Then,’’ said Mr. Carter, I will notify 
you that Tam going to take it, and if anyone 
interferes with me on my way to that coat 1 
will clean out you and your assistants and the 
w 1 shop.

THE AUTSBOR OF ‘(NANCY LEE.” 


A Man Who Acquired Fame and Fortune 
Through a Song. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 


There is a man living quietly in London who | 


is one of the most successful wrRers of verse 


set to music that is in England to-day, yet he 


isnot very widely gknown by name. It is 
Frederick E. Weatherly, and he is the author 
of ‘‘Nancy Lee, asong that has been sung 
im every quarter of the globe, and has 
brought to the author an amount of fame and 
money that makes him ‘practically independ- 
ent. The song was written at Oxford in an 
hour. Weatherly nad made an appointment 
for a pupil, whom he was coaching for the an- 
nual gommencement. The pupil tailed to 
keep his appointment, and while waiting for 
him tne piece came suddenly to his mind and 
it was written then and there. One of tiie 
strange things about the song was that it was 
in the heyday of its popularity about the 
time of the incess Alice disaster. It was 
being sung on deck just before the vessel went 
down. That fact was printed in all the En- 
giish newspapers, and the song suffered a 
temporary check in ita popularity, but — 
sands of copies of it are now see ld not only in 
Great Britain, but through Australia, Canada, 
and in fact wherever the English language is 
spoken. Mr. Weatherly is the author of 
scores of other songs that are not so well 
known. He bas been writing songs ever since 
he was an undergraduate, twenty-five years 
ago. His tirst song was . % hen We Are Old 
and Gray. Both bis parents bad strong 

oetic tastes, but he owes most to an old gen- 
leman who lived for many years in his 
father’s house. 

This oid fellow was thought to be slightly 
insane, but he had a perfect knowledge of five 
or six languages, and bad been a fellow-trav- 
eler with Sir Walter Scott and a friend of 
Thackeray, and it wes probably a case of 
genius to madness nearly allied. He used to 
relate old stories and legends and even im- 
provise verses himself. 

How do you obtain your ideas for songs?’’ 
Mr. Weatherly was asked recently. 

**I scarcely know myself, was the reply. 
They come at the most unexpected mo- 
ments. Many people whoread or sing my 
songs, particularly the love songs, think I am 
a young man madly love smitten. It is noth- 
ing ofthe kind. I am an old married man 
and have a family of children. My sea songs 
were written far from the sea and my rural 
songs miles from the country. Many sug- 
gestions for love songs have occurred to me 
while reading Aristotle. I cannot write unless 
I am happy. My most melancholy dirges 
— composed when I was in the dest ot 
spirits. 

Mr. Weatherly has made a large fortune by 
song-writing, and he could sell ten times as 
many as he now writes if he had the iaclinga-

RAN OFF WITH THE MULE 


TWO WORK-HOUSE PRISONERS MAKE A 
CLEVER ESCAPE. 


They Gallop Off in a Work-House Dump Cart 
and Get Safely Away—Supt. Jim Cer- 
roli’s Report-—Three Escapes in One 
Week—Leper Brennan's Reception—Bad 
Work on the People’s Cable Road. 


Since the 2th of this month three prisoners 
have succeeded in making escapes from the 
Work-house gangs. Whether it is due to the 
carelessness of the guards or to the defects of 
the system the reports of Supt. Carroll do not 
say. It ie a fact, however, that the men in all 
cases have had but little difficulty in getting 


away. 

The first escape was¢made on October 24, the 
man escaping being what is known as & 
‘*trusty,’’ In other words, a prisoner who is 
aliowed special privileges. The report of 
Supt. Uarrolijto the Board of Public Improve- 
ments is us follows: 
Hon. Board of Public Improvements: 

GENTLEMEN—I herewith report for your in- 
formation, that Wm. Behrens, recelved Octo- 
ber 15, 1889, fined $25, escaped from grading 
gang ‘No. 2 on Dolman street yesterday after- 
noon about 4 o'clock. He was used as a 
trusty; has been confined here several times, 
and never before abused any confidence that 
was placed in him.

The second escape which took place, in the

the hour of need.

The Pope School Holds Class in the Hall and 
Yet Many Pupils Can Only Keceive 
Half a Day’s Schooling—Other Crowded 
Schools—Superintendent Long Discusses 
the Question of Extension—The Real Is 
sue in the Campaign.

The School 
Boards fnances, it is said by those who 
ourht to know, will not permit ot the intro- 
duction of the free books system and the in- 
creasing of the school accommodations at the 
same time. 
FREE BOOKS OR SCHOOL EXTENSION? 

I the candidates who have piedged them- 
selves to free books are elected, said a 
prominent member of the present board this 
morning, and carry out their pledges it 
simply means that the school accommoda- 
tions at present afforded will have to suffice 
and that hundreds of rooms will become so 
overcrowded that not only will progress of the 
individuals be retarded in consequence, but 
the comfort of many will be interfered with 
and the health of all endangered. The 
Present board has endeavored to at- 
ford relief to the overcrowded schools 
by building as many additions as the board’s 
Anances would permit, but notwithstanding 
the number of rooms added to the schools the 
accommodations are not by any means what 
they should be, even now. During the past 
year thirty new rooms were addedto the 
schools, but they have all been filled up, and 
the need of still greater accommodations is 
most apparent. The schools which are over 
crowded are nearly all in the West End. The 
tendency seems to be to move west- 
ward. The city is growing privoipally 
in that direction, and parents manifest 
a désire to send their children to the most 
western school accessible. The result, nat- 
wrally, bas been to greatly overcrowd the 
western schools. To give you an idea of what 
the demand for school accommodations is in 
the western districts, I will mention one par- 
ticular instance. The Spring Avenue school-

THE BERRIER LYNCHING, 


North Oarolina’s Governor Determined to 
Eaforce the Law. 


New Tonk, Oct. $1.—The Sun to-day pub- 
lishes the following special from Charlotte, 
N. C.; No case of late years has attracted so 
much attention here as that of the thirty men 
now under arrest at Lexington, charged with 
lynching young Robert Berrier, a white man, 
who three weeks ago shot and killed his 
mother-in-law. Berrier was the 
of Judge Lyuch in this State in as many 


months, and public seutiment has been 
thoroughly aroused on the subject. A month 
ago a white man and a negro were taken from 
il at Morgantown and lynched. Gov. 
owle issued a proclamation in regard to 
the lynching. Tue proclamation had 
hardiy been read, before a mob of 
unmasked men took Robert Berrier from the 
Lexington Jal! almost before darkness settled 
upon the town, carried bim to the outskirts of 
the village and banged him tothetimb of a 
large oak tree. Of coursethe Governor was 
fully aroused by such utter contempt for his 
proclamation. The Governor determined to 
do all in his powertouphoid the majesty of 
the law. He ordered B. F. Long, State So- 
licitor forthe Highth District, to ferret out 
the lynchers and punish them according to 
law. After working on the case several dare 
Mr. Long, on last Sunday, placed bench war- 
rants in the hands of Sheriff Leonard of David- 
son County for thirty-two men charged 
with lynching Berrier. These warrants were 
made returnable before Judge Fred Phillips, 
who had also been ordered to Lexington to 
try the case at once. The. Sherif! arrested 
thirty-two men, but two others had become 
alarmed and fied. The preliminary hearing 
began in Lexington on Monday and will likely 
consume this week. Sofar ten ofthe men 
have been identified as being in the lynching 
party. Berrier wasa brutal men, treated his 
wife inbumanly and shot his mother-in-law to 
death. The Governor has ordered the mili- 
tary company of Concord, forty miles from 
em hoger to be ready at a momeast’s warn- 
ing to go to Lexington. The company slept 
on their arme at night. The Governor de- 
clares that the lawshall be enforced tn ts 
necessary to call out all the militia in the 
State.

DEFRAUDING UNCLE SAM. 


The Operations of the Opium Ring at San 
Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. , Oct.*81.—It is apparent 
that a gang of smugglers bere have for six 
months been making avery bandsome profit 
out of the opium trade and an investigation 
has brought to light figures which place the 
loss to the Government through fraud at 
nearly $400,000. It has been an open secret 
that smugglers ar® constantly working this 
port to avoid duty on the drug, which amounts 
to $410 a Dox, but the extent of the loss to the 
Government has never before been ascer- 
tained. The largest firm in China exporting 
opium is the house of sing Woo & Co. of Hong 
Kong. They export three-fourths of the opium 
sent out from China, and consumers of the 
drug in this country, as a rule, will use only 
the ding Woo brand. Upon the salling 
of every steamer from Ubina to San Francisco 
the company forwards to ite agente in this 
city a detailed statement of the jamount 
of opium shipped. A prominent Chinese 
merchantin this city has taken an oy eg 
of the shipment made by Sing Woo & Co. 
1888, and for the present year. t year 1. 945 
boxes were shipped; in the firet six months 
of this year, 840 boxes, and since July 1, 810 
boxes. The figures of the Custom house 
demonstrate that scarcely any opium has 
been received here through the Oustom- 
house.

SOME STATISTICS FOR THE PAN-AMERICAN 
DELEGATES AND FOR OURSELVES. 


Trade of the United States With the Vari- 
ous Countries Represented in the Dele- 
gations Which Were Honored by the 
Citizens of St. Louis— What We Buy 
From Them and What They Buy From Us. 


HE visit of the Pan- 
— American delegates 
may have had no 
other good results, but 
it served to enrich our 
knowledge of our 
Spanish-American 
neighbors and brought 
to light a mass of val- 
uable statistical infor- 
mation heretofore 
buried in the records 


ot the State and Treasury Departments. Mr. 
W. E. Curtis, Special Agent of the State De- 
partment, bas furnished the American public 
with a volume of 342 pages, entitled, Trade 
and Transportation Between-the United States 
ana Spanish America,’’ issued from the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office at Washington, which 
teems with interesting information concern- 
ing our Central and South American neigh- 
bors. From that volume the following facts 
are gleaned: 

The total population of Spanish America, 
including the West Indies and Brazil, is nearly 
equal te that of the United States, being over 
50,000,000, all of whom are more or less con- 
tributors to the exports of the country and 
consumers of imported merchandise. 

The articles most in demand are indicated 
in the tables printed below, but this exception 
should be noted in the item of breadstuffs. 
Chill has already driven the flour of the United 
States off the West Coast of South America, 
and now supplies Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia. 
The Argentine Repnbiic has also ceased to be 
a customer for breadstuffs, and furnishes an 
annual surplus of $14,000,000 for export. 

In pork products and dairy products the 
South American countries, owing to climatic 
reasons, willneyer be able to compete with 
us, and will continue to be extensive and 
growing consumers. 

Those who have not studied the subject will 
be amazed when the vaiue and magnitude of 
the foreign commerce of Central and South 
America is made clear to them. The fifty 
millions of people south of the Rio Grande and 
the South of Mexico are engaged in a trade 
which amounts to §$1,000,000,000 annually, 
nearly equally. divided between exports and 
imports. Brazil ranks first in the magnitude 
ot its commerce, and the Argentine Republic, 
Uuba, Chili and Mexico follow in the order 
named. 

The share of the United States in the com- 
merce of Latin America during the year 1888 
was $244,219,000; of which our imports were 
$175,000,000 and exports $68,990,000. These 
figures include all Spanish-American Repub- 
lies and are not confined as are the tables be- 
low to the countries represented by the dis- , 
tinguished visitors. ) 

It willbe readly seen that in endeavoring to 
secure this vast trade we fall far behind 
Great Britain and other European powers, 
and thia result is clearly traceable to our 
want of adequate carrying facilities. The 


— of South Americaare anzious to buy 
om us but cannot afford to pay the extra 
freight rates involved. The vessels of Eng- 
land, ce, Germany, Italy, Holland and 
Spain are heavily subsidized and American 
steamshipe for want of such subsidies are 
required to enter into direct competition 
with rivais who are ableto maintain — 2 
selves at 80 to 60 per cent less cost. In many 
— itis cheaper to ship meerebasdine 
from the ports the United States via 
Europe, upon European steamers, than to 
send them direct upon American steamers

Ellis Wainwright's Explanation of the 
Option That Is Wanted. 


It was stated that some tmie ago that bro- 
kers representing Englishmen were endeav- 
or ing to obtain an option on the breweries in- 
cluded in the St. Louis Brewers’ Association, 
combining under one corporation all the 
breweries in the city exeept the Anheuser-

morning that the option had been secured, and 
that the properties would soon change hands. 


Ellis Wainwright, President of the consoll- 
dated companies, when seen this morning ex- 
piained the situation as follows: ‘‘There isa 
proposition from Eastern brokers, who are 
said te represent English capitalists, to 

our stock at $140 a share,ana to leave the bon 
issue, $5,000,000 of 6per cents, as it is, with 
present holders. The stock is to be taken on 
an option for about twenty days. The frepre- 
sentatives of the brokers have been bere for | 
two months, and have been endeavoring to 
obtain signatures to” the option. 
They have, I believe, over a m ty, 
but that will not do them any 
good, as 90 per cent would not be enough for 
the Euglish purchasers. Then there is no as- 
surance that the people across the water would 
accept the option. The price is @ fair one, 
but not any more than the property 
is worth, and do not believe a 
sufficient number of stockholders cun be se- 
eured tothe option to make it acceptable.

The Grand-jury made their final report to 
Judge Normilejia the Criminal Cours yesterday. 
It is full of recommendations for the improve- 
ment of some of the city institutions. The jury 
was in session seventeen days and examined 
182 cases, finding true bills in 104, nor- 
ing the bills in 18 cases and continu. 
ing 16 cases until the November term. 
The report says that they examined ali of 
the city institutions and found, as all preced- 
ing Grand-juries have, that with the excep- 
tion of the jail, they are lacking in room to 
acoommodate the tnmates. They state that 
they deem tt their duty to 
briefly call the attention of the Court 
toafew of the most giaring faults, hoping 
that at least some Of them Will have the atten- 
tion of the city legislators and steps be taken 
to correct the evils. They state that
